KEEP OYSTERS BY FREEZING

Experiments Made by New Jersey
Man Show Bivalves Alive After
Six Weceks,

N. J.~—Preserving shell
oysters in cold storage has been suee
cessfully tried by Capt. Frederick
Ockers of West Sayville.

“I am convinced that frozen oysters
wlill live for a great length of time,"”
he says. “They will practically be in
a state of suspended animation and
can be kept indefinitely until wanted,
Then they may be gradually thawed
back to life."”

Captain Ockers' ldea is that during
suspended animation their condition
will be similar to that of the frog
frozen i a cnke of ice, Captain Qcke-
e bielieves that ovstors can be put
